“This is p art' of their 
new' strategy or working from 
within.

BULGANIN IS understood to 
hav e p rop osed a p act p ledging 
the United States and the Sov iet 
Union to settle their differences 
within the framework of the 
United Nations charter and to 
av oid interference in each oth­ 
er’s internal affairs. 
This latest Moscow initiativ e 
is p uzzling to dip lomats. Just 
last y ear Russia canceled some­ 
what sim ilar treaties with G reat 
Britain and France in angry

(WEU). The WEU is p art of 
the arrangem ent under which 
West Germany is being rearm ed 
as a member both of WEU and 
the North A tlantic T reaty Or­ 
ganization (NATO). 
SINCE THE United States is 
a m ajor p articip ant in this se­ 
curity setup as a NATO mem­ 
ber, the same reasons which led 
Russia to cancel p acts with Bri­ 
tain and France would seem to

United Nations, N. Y., Jan. 27 
The UN today p ublished a 
surv ey rep orting that 10 western 
nations hav e ship p ed 22 million 
dollars worth of arms to Israel 
and 
her 
Arab enemies 
since 
19 51. 
This surv ey , p ublished in the 
UN p eriodical “Commodity Trade 
Statistics,” said Israel got $8 ,- 
9 8 6,000 of the arms and the five 
Arab states of Egy p t, Iraqu, Le­ 
banon, Saudi Arabia and Sy ria 
got $13,029 ,000 worth. 
The figures, howev er, did not 
include (1) aircraft ship ments, 
(2) Britain’s 23-million-dollar an­ 
nual subsidy to Jordan’s Arab 
Legion 
(3) 
any 
arms 
from 
France. 
The surv ey , ending with mid- 
19 55, also made no mention of 
C o m m u n i s t Czechoslov akia’s 
agreement to sell Egy p t 8 0 mil­ 
lion dollars worth of arms. Nor 
did it mention Israel’s p lea to 
the United States and Britain 
for 50 million dollars worth of 
arms to keep her in balance with 
the Red-sup p lied Arabs. 
The surv ey said the nations 
had 
rep orted 
only 
“ordance” 
ship ments—“firearms o f war, 


tanks, self-p rop elled guns, re­ 
v olv ers. p istols, p rojectiles and 
ammunition.” 
U. S. Ship ments to Israel and 
the five Arab nations were re­ 
p orted at only $359 ,000 for the 
44 y ear p eriod—$13,000 to Is­ 
rael, $249 ,000 Lebanon, $8 6,000 
Iraq, $11,000 Saudi Arabia and 
nothing to Egy p t or Sy ria. 
Britain said she sent $1,7 50,000 
worth to Israel and $6,313,000 to 
the Arabs—53,451,000 to Iraq, 
$1,406,000 to Egy p t, $7 30,000 to 
Sy ria, $7 26,000 to Lebanon and 
nothing to Saudi Arabia. 
The balance cov ered in the re­ 
p ort came from eight other na­ 
tions: 
Belgium, 
Canada, 
Den­ 
mark, Finland, W est Germany , 
Italy , Lux embourg and Sweden. 
They rep orted $7 ,223,000 worth 
of arms ex p orted to Israel and 
$6,37 0,000 
to 
the 
five 
Arab 
states. 
Six other nations, 
none of 
them Communist, made rep orts 
on their arms ship ments to the 
Middle East. Of these Australia. 
France and the Netherlands did 
not break them down between 
Israeli and Arab. Austria, Nor­

» hip p ed no ordnance to the a rea .

FUSSING AND FUMING 
It would seem to me that by now any intelli­ 
g ent man would know that the United States lias 
had and is having lots of trouble over China. This 
trouble has been fairly continuous, in one form 
or another, since the Taiping Rebellion (18 50- 
18 6 4). It reached a crescendo of ug liness during 
the Box er Rebellion (19 00). It subsided and the 
United States became very popular -during the 
Sun Yat-sen Revolution (19 11); then it g ot very 
bad ag ain during the Student Movement (19 19 ) 
as a protest ag ainst Woodrow* Wilson’s compro­ 
mises with the Japanese during the Paris Peace 
Conference. Then our troubles subsided for a 
while and the Nationalist Government came into 
ex istence. It was antag onistic to Japan and there­ 
fore at that time friendly to the United States. 
Then the Chinese Communist Party seized the 
mainland ot China (19 49 ) and we had a perma­ 
nent enemy . All that was left to us of friendship 
among the Chinese was on Formosa, also called 
Taiwan. 
All the fussing and fuming about our being on 
the brink of war with Red China is political 
poppy cock. We are alway s on the brink of war 
with Red China. That is now a permanent rela­ 
tionship. Surely we have not already forg otten 
that the Korean War* was a w ar betw*een the 
United States and Red China and that the United 
States did not win that war. We permitted our­ 
selves an out; it was a United Nations police ac­ 
tion and the Chinese we foug ht there were volun­ 
teers. If y ou are taken in by that kind of verbal 
g ibberish, y ou live in an intellectual happy land 
and it does not much m atter what the facts of a 
situation are any how 
The Democrats know all the facts about the 
troubles in China. Many of the recent ones have 
been of their making . Nobody comes out too well 
in the China story because the history of it g oes 
back to the early 19 20’s when the Communists 
were org anizing there and our g overnment peo 
pie were too dumb and starry -ey ed to understand 
that a Marx ist, whether Russian or Chinese, must 
hate the United States which had to play the his­ 
toric role of the principal enemy of Marx ism 
when the lines were drawn. For my self, I can say 
that I saw the picture as it had to develop and 
wrote about it as early , in China, as 19 20. For 
it, I was attacked and smeared as pro-Japanese, 
which at that time was the smear word. There 
were others who saw the developing picture, but 
not among the top men in our g overnment. It 
can be said that from the Washing ton Conference 
(19 21-19 22) to the present day , the China policy 
of the United States has been wobbly , uncertain, 
unfocussed and that because of this condition w*e 
have foug ht a major war with Japan and a minor 
war with Red China. 
So when the politicians g et fussing and fuming 
about any body , John Foster Dulles, a “Life” re­ 
porter or a g host-writer using the phrase “brink 
of w ar” with Red China, they are just stirring 
up the wind in the hope that out of it will come 
some political advantag e. To one who is situated 
as I am at present, this is silly stuff. The time 
oug ht to be long passed when we lay banana peels 
about the streets of Washing ton in the hope that 
our statesmen will slip. We have been slipping 
too badly without any aid and one would imag ine 
that Election y ear or no, m aturity w*ould dictate 
a serious approach to serious problems. The Unit­ 
ed States cannot afford to come to term s with 
Red Oiina on Red China's term s without losing 
the last scintilla of “face” and prestig e in Asia. 
We mig ht as w*ell accept the isolationism that 
the Soviet Universal State offers us as the best 
result of a policy that started with Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and. in philosophy , has chang ed little 
since. 
There is no advantag e in denouncing this pol­ 
icy ex cept as an objective historian mig ht; from 
the standpoint of practical g overnment, this is 
what we have and the results as they are in 19 56 
are what we have to deal with. We cannot alter 
any thing that happened between 19 46 and 19 56 ; 
these are faits accomplis. They are the facts of 
our historic life. Short of war, we cannot chang e 
a sing le one of them. But we must g o on and we 
must g o on with patriotism and a sense of nation­ 
al dig nity . If we cannot form ranks on a prog ram 
of patriotism and national dig nity , w*e have noth­ 
ing really to say .

The operation 
should beg in with the application of chilled packs 
on a clean skin (freshly shaved, cosmetics re­ 
moved) for about 20 mintues. The scalp is cov­ 
ered w*ith a cap to prevent any hairs from becom­ 
ing entang led in the brush. Cotton is plug g ed in 
ear canals and into the nostril on the side to be 
planed. Lips are g reased with petroleum, ey elids 
covered. The area to be planed is then “frozen” 
by a special blower, and the skin turns white, 
becomes anesthetized and rig id.

W ashing ton, Jan. 27 — Presi 
dent Eisenhower has eliminated 
himself as a candidate desiring 
renomination. He will not seek 
re-election if the decision is left 
to him. As he personally sees it 
at present, he should not be a 
candidate. 
These inferences are readily 
desired from 
a careful reading 
of the transcript of the press 
conference held by the Presi­ 
dent this week. 
Still unanswered is the q ues­ 
tion 
of 
what 
the 
President 
would do if the Republican par­ 
ty at its national convention in 
Aug ust drafts him and, in ef­ 
fect, say s to the American peo­ 
ple that, since nobody can g uess 
the future health of any Presi­ 
dent, 
a capable vice presiden­ 
tial nominee is being offered for 
their consideration on the same 
ticket. 
Mr. Eisenhq ever also say s that 
he would not favor asking Chief 
Justice W arren to leave the Su­ 
preme Court to become a can­ 
didate. 
He 
has 
repeatedly 
praised Vice President Nix on. 
This is being taken to mean 
that he would favor the reten­ 
tion of Mr. Nix on on the ticket 
as vice president or his nomin­ 
ation for the presidency . 
MR. EISENHOWER say s he 
cannot “g uess” what mig ht be 
his health “in the nex t five 
y ears.” He say s that his ow*n 
decision will be made not on 
what the effect would be on 
himself but “the effect on the 
presidency 
in 
the 
nex t 
five 
y ears.” 
He describes who a President 
may feel like he did last week— 
“very zestful” on that particular 
day —and y et on another day 
mig ht not feel that w*ay , thoug h 
a man in the presidency , as he 
pointed out, req uires a lot of 
“zip and zest” to carry on its 
important dutie*, especially in 
conferences on national and in­ 
ternational affairs. 
This can be read as an indica­ 
tion that, if left to Mr. Eisen- 
how*er 
himself, 
the 
q uestion 
would be answered in only one 
way —he himself would not w ish 
to take the responsibility for 
say ing that he would be phy si­ 
cally fit “during the nex t five 
y ears.” 
This refers, of course 
to the remaining y ear of his 
present term and four y ears of a 
new term. 
IT MIGHT BE arg ued that, if 
Mr. Eisenhow-er were re-elected 
and then something happened to 
impair his health, he could al­ 
way s resig n in favor of the vice- 
president. There is a simple pro­ 
cedure for this under ex isting 
law*. The President simply writes 
a letter to the secretary of state 
notify ing him that he is resig n­ 
ing on a certain date at a cer­ 


tain hour, and the secretary of 
state then notifies the vice-pres­ 
ident to be at hand at that time 
to take the oath of office as 
President. 
But would it be fair to the 
American people to elect any ­ 
body President who mig ht have 
to resig n at any time during his 
term ? The answer probably will 
be made that the vice president 
on the same ticket would be 
nominated by the party with 
full knowledg e of what could 
arise with respect to the health 
of the President. The vice presi­ 
dent, therefore, would stand be­ 
fore the electorate on his own 
merits, and the nation would 
be on notice ahead oi time of 
the 
conting ency 
that

arise. 
Mr. 
Eisenhow'er 
is 
utterly 
frank and honest in his discus­ 
sion of the whole problem, and 
it is because there is no simple 
solution that it is more log ical 
now to believe that ,if the de­

of being a candidate at all rath ­ 
er than to subject the presiden­ 
cy to the various conting encies 
mentioned by him.

It is most u nfortu nate, with 
all the predictions which are is­ 
su ed 
concerning 
the 
fu tu re 
cou rse of bu siness and markets, 
that it remains virtu ally impos­ 
sible to forecast the ex tent or 
du ration of an ex pected change 
in trends. 
The 
Ru minator 
wou ld 
not 
mak£ su ch an assertion if it had 
not been his vocation for almost 
30 years to stu dy, observe, and 
evalu ate economic forecasts. 
Please do not misu nderstand 
me. There have been accu rate 
predictions by economists and 
e c o no m i c 
organizations, 
of 
cou rse. Bu t I think it is fair to 
say that the great majority of 
general 
predictions 
over 
the 
years have failed in some im­ 
portant respect. Two important 
errors in 
forecasting 
may 
be 
mentioned: 
a. The predictions have missed 
ou t in their timing of the ex ­ 
pected change in trend. 
b. When a change in trend 
ias been ex pected and forecast 
the magnitu de of the new* trend, 
either in ex tent or du ration, has 
commonly been u nderestimated. 
This common error of u nder-es­ 
timating occu rs in relation to 
both rises and 
falls. 
That 
is, 
when a shift from a recession to 
a recovery is anticipated, the re­ 
covery is likely to be more ex ­ 
tensive 
than 
ex pected. 
Last 
year serves as an ex ample. The 
optimistic forecasts that were is­ 
su ed in late 1954« and early 1955 
u nderestimated the ex tent of the 
boom. Contrariwise, slu mp pre­ 
dictions commonly fall short of 
what develops. 
Likewise, predictions frequ ent­ 
ly go wrong in that NO marked 


“slacking off’’ later in the year 
has been noticeable in cu rrent 
forecasts. 
Su ch slacking-off has 
been commonly referred to as a 
“pau se in the boom.” 
That brings u s to the contrary 
analysis. 
Inasmu ch as slu mps in the past 
have not been commonly ex ­ 
pected in advance to gain seriou s 
momentu m on the downside, the 
ex tent of the drops have come 
as something of a shock to peo­ 
ple generally. 


BAC K IN 1936, and du ring the 
first half of 1937 , for ex ample, it 
was not generally thou ght pos­ 
sible that a severe slu mp and 
brief depression cou ld occu r. Yet, 
the drop was sharp and severe. 
The fall in the stock market in 
the au tu mn of ’37 was one of the 
most precipitou s on record. 
Similarly with other slu mps in 
ou r economic history. 
The ex ­ 
tent of the 19 20-21 set-back was 
not ex pected. 
Yet, commodity 
prices literally crashed, in a pe­ 
riod of a few months. 
Thu s, the Ru minator thinks we 
have to bear in mind that when 
“pau ses” are predicted it is pru ­ 
dent to remember a pau se may 
become a bu st when least ex ­ 
pected.

SE C O N D LY , it is a habit to 
plan on things ru nning along 
abou t as they are, withou t ex ­ 
pecting great change.

cession is commonly ex pected to 
be mild. That is the common ex ­ 
pectancy at the present moment.

Let u s u se the present for fu r­ 
ther illu stration. 
There has been a gradu al shift 
in opinions abou t 19 56.
